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THE SITUATION IN AMERICA. 

THE time seems to haye come at last when the Federal Govern- 
ment, slow to believe and slow to act, is prepared to recognise 
the stupendous nature of the work it has commenced in com- 
bating by force of arms the.determination of the Southern 
States to maintain their independence, The Northern people, 
impelled by passion and not by reason—for reason would have 
allowed the South to go in peace as soon as it became evident 
that their Southern fellow-citizens were earnest and unanimous 
in their desire to secede—have hitherto been unable to see 
what Englishmen, Frenchmen, Canadians, and indeed the 
whole world except themselves, have perceived from the 
beginning—that they must either overrun the South by fire

and sword, massacre or banish the white population and 
give up the plantations to the negroes and the Northern 
soldiers, or consent to the separation. Mr. Lincoln, 
his Cabinet, the press, the New England population, and 
all the large class of contractors, sutlers, and others, 
who are making rapid and scandalous fortunes out of 
the war, have decided within the last few weeks that the fight 
has not hitherto been fought as if the whole heart and purpose 
of the people and the Government were in it, and that it is 
necessary to carry on hostilities against their countrymen in as 
vigorous and unmerciful a spirit as if they were foreign foes 
leagued for the invasion of their soil and the destruction of 
their liberties, And clearly, if there is to be a war at all, this 
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is the only spirit by which to invoke and command victory, 
But is it in the power of the Federal Government and its 
partisans in the press and in the pulpit, in the army and in the 
counting-house, to arouse such a feeling in the minds of the 
Northern people? We doubt it. The voluntary enlistments, 
entreated by the President, and sought to be expedited 
by bribes of bounty-money from the Federal authorities, 
from the State Governments, from the municipalities of great 
cities, and from the liberality of contractors growing fat on the 
plunder of the army, have lamentably failed. The President 
asked for three hundred thousand men, and in five weeks Iczs 
than thirty thousand offered themselves, This fact made it clear 
in Washington that the war could not be carried on against a 
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firmly-united and desperate people by lukewarm mercenaries, 
the more especially as the mercenaries only provided one man 
where ten were demanded. Consequently, the President, whose 
original idea was that seventy-five thousand men would be suf- 
ficient to conquer the South and to gather up and cement the 
broken fragments of the Union, awoke to the conviction that 
six hundred thousand men, in addition to the armies in the 
field, would be no more than adequate to the mighty work 
which it is his ill-fortune to conduct. If such vast forces 
can be collected by the conscription which he has ordered— 
a new thing among a free people, and never before resorted 
to in any self-governed nation except to repel the invasion 
of a foreign foe—the aggregate armies of the North 
levied since the assault upon Fort Sumter until the present 
day will reach the frightful number of one million three 
hundred thousand men. Of the first levies, composed wholly 
of volunteers, at least four hundred thousand have either 
perished on the battle-field or in the pestilential swamps of the 
South and South-West, been disabled by wounds and disease, 
or have ingloriously deserted and slunk away, no more to be 
heard of, And it is not too much to say, if the conduct of the 
war for the future be neither more vigorous nor more successful 
than it has been in the past, that a similar doom will await the 
new levy of six hundred thousand men. 

But will the six hundred thousand be raised? That is the 
vital question of the day in America, as well as in Europe, 
which looks on wondering at the suicidal conflict. - It is 
as yet impossible to answer the question. The response 
lies in a dim but not remote future, of which no one can lift 
the veil. Yet one corner of it can be partially drawn aside, 
and through that corner all who choose may see one thing very 
distinctly ; which is, that the new army, if raised at all, will be 
compost a mainly of Americans, and that the Irish and Germans 
who, up to the recent battles on the Chickahominy and the 
Pamunkey, fermed so large a portion of the Federal strength, 
bave lost their relish for, and their hope in, the struggle, and 
will persistently refuse to shed their blood in its support. 
Nothing else is clear in the haze of American politics but that 
one great fact ; and it is one which can afford no encourage- 
ment to the Northern leaders, whether they be civil or military. 

Perhaps, however, there is another fact almost eyually 
ominous of the 
Americans refuse to admit, but which is none the less palpable 


fact, much as the North hates disunion, 
New England may 


on that account. In 
it hates negro emancipation still more, 
call lustily for the abolition of negro slavery and the elevation 
of the negro race to the political status of white men; but the 
Northern, the Middle, and the great Western States repudiate the 
political partnership, would fight to the death against the social 
equality, and. would rather expe] the negroes from American 
soil than consent to a manumission of slaves which would bring 
black labourers from the Southern rice and cotton fields to the 
farms and cities of the colder North, to reduce the wages of white 
labour. Between the white population and the negroes there 
is an amount of repulsion and antipathy which none but those 
who have lived in or studied America can understand ; so that 
the more loudly the bitter philanthropists of New England 
insist upon converting the war into one of abolition, the more 
inclined are the masses of the North who live by their labour 
to leok upon the war as a lamentable mistake. 

At this point at the present moment things appear to stand. 
The South gets heated as the North grows cool. Jefferson 
Davis takes heart as Abraham Lincoln loses it. The North 
hears the President’s call for six hundred thousand men and 
obeys unwillingly, while public opinion—when bold enough to 
express itself—declares that one million will not suffice for the 
conquest, much less the retention, of the South. We in 
England, looking upon the matter dispassionately, bystanders 
that survey the game from a vantage-ground denied to either 
of the players, see that one section of the late ill-assorted Union 
is still united as one man in favour of independence under a 
separate form of government; while the other section, the 
only one as yet acknowledged as a de facto Government by the 
European Powers, is divided into a dozen warring sects and 
factions, and redivides and subdivides itself as the war proceeds. 
In the South the North has no friends. In the North the South 
has many warm adherents, Democrats and Republicans, pro- 
fessing both of them to love the Union above all things, hate 
each other with an amount of animosity unknown to the 
political struggles of the Old World, and only equalled by the 
antipathies of the Gironde and the Mountain in the early days 
of the French Revolution. 

How long this useless war will continue to devastate the 
fairest portions of the North American continent it is im- 
possible to forecast ; but it is easy enough to see, from the 
desperation of the South, and the mingled pride and hesitation 
of the North, that the issues are not in American but in Euro- 
pean hands. As one of the most influential and respectable of the 
Northern journals, the New York Times, declares, with a strong 
bias against the South, “the age of long wars has passed. The 
industry, the commerce, the civilisation of the world cannot 
stand still for years while rival communities settle their hostile 
claims hy mutual slaughter.” The New York Times speaks 
like its London namesake, and is thoroughly right in this 
respect. It is only wrong in believing that it is in the power 
of the Federal Government and the Northern people to: render 
the war short and decisive by pouring in upon the South 
the 


legions of conscripts numerous enough to convert 
Cetton States into a wilderness. The thing is not. to 
be done, The heart of the North is not in so fiendish an enter- 


prise. There are no volunteers to undertake it ; and conscripts 
are not to be depended upon, And, even if they were, mercy 
alike to North and South would combine with self-interest to 
compe] the Powers of Europe to offer their friendiy mediation 
to end a strife that is alike repugnant to constitutional govern- 
ment and scandalous to humanity, 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE. 

A declaration of the policy which the Emperor Napoleon will pursue 
regarding the agitation now prevalent in Italy was published in 
Monday’s Moniteur:—‘‘In view of insolent threats, and the possible 
consequences of a demagogic insurrection, the duty of France and her 
military honour oblige her more than ever to defend the Holy Father ; 
for the world must be well aware that France does not abandon those 
to whom, when in danger, she extends her protection.” 

This official announcement is accompanied by rumours that pre- 
parations are being made to Se ents tothe French gar- 
rison of Rome, and that the ch Mediterranean squadron is to be 
assembled and increased. The Emperor has decided upon immediately 
calling into active service the 1758 yo soldiers of the class of 
1861 appointed to the marines by circular allotment last. month. 

An official notification appeared on Wednesday to the effect that 
private telegrams will no longer be received for the Southern Italian 

rovinces and Sicily. The telegraphic communication with Corfu and 
alta remains open.

ITALY. 


Little is known with certainty of the progress of events in Southern 
Italy. Thus much, however, has been suffered to ooze out. Garibaldi 
has crossed the Rubicon of the Messina Strait, and succeeded in 
landing at Mileto, near Cape Spartivento, the southern point of the 
Italian peninsula, whence, according to the latest accounts, he was 
advancing on Reggio with 1300 volunteers. Martial law has been 
age in the Neapolitan provinces, and General Cialdini has 

een selected to conduct the operations against Garibaldi in Calabria. 
The Turin Oficial Gazette of Wednesday evening announces that 
Garibaldi has left Melito and proceeded towards Reggio.« It states 
also that the news from the Neapolitan provinces is satisfactory, and 
that the state of siege has been generally well received by the paople. 
Ia Frence of Wednesday publishes a despatch also stating that 
Garibaldi is marching on Reggio, and that in an order of the day, 
dated the 24th inst., he announced to the volunteers that in a few 
days he would enter Naples with them. 

A telegram from Naples, dated Wednesday, says:—‘‘ Yesterday a 
conflict tock place between the Garibaldians and a reconnoitring corps 
of Royal troops sent from Reggio. Another conflict occurred also 
to-day ; forty-two Garibaldians were taken prisoners, among whom 
were Major Merighi and some other officers. Several Garibaldians 
were wounded. The Royal troops had three wounded. Deputies 
Mordini and Fabrizi, who arrived here yesterday, were arrested to-day. 
Calachio, a Bourbon partisan, has also been arrested.’’ 

Thursday's Moniteuwy announces that the squadron of evolution ha; 
received orders to proceed to the Bay of Naples. 

General de la Marmora, who has been appointed Extraordinary Con- 
mieeioner in Naples, has issued a proclamation, directed, as he says, 
against thoee subversive men who, under the pretence of hasteainz 
the accomplishment of Italian unity, have provoked civil war in 
Sicily. The proclamation continues thus:—‘‘General Garibaldi, their 
chief, has thrown himself on this continent, threatening to introduse 
anarchy. It is the duty of the Government to crush the rebellion. 
A state of siege has therefore been proclaimed. The commanders of 
divisions will unite military and civil powers. All assemblages are to 
be dispersed by force. The exportation and retention of arms is 
pe gery All arms must be given up within three days. The 

iberty of the press is restricted.’’

WAR NEWS.

From Richmond papers we gather the following concerning the 
destruction of the ram Arkansas: passing Bayou Sara, on the 
Mississippi, some portion of her machinery became disabled, and she 
was hauled in towards the shore for repairs. Whilst in this position. 
she was attacked by a fleet of Federal gun-boats from below. After 
a stern resistance she was abandoned and blown up. The officers and 
crew reached the shore in safety. 

The accounts from Tennessee and Kentucky report a continuation 
of sporadic guerrilla warfare. A Confederate General, Caswell by 
neme, has been assassinated, at his residence near Knoxville, by a 
Union Tennesseean. Three hundred houses in Memphis kave been 
seized yee Federals under the Confiscation Act. e Confederate 
General Morgan, who claims to have taken 20 towns, 1200 prisoners, 
ard destroyed 2,000,000 dollars’ worth of property, speaks in high 
terms of the valour of Colonel George St. Leger Grenfell, late of the 
British, now of the Confederate, Army. 

_ The Federal General Phelps had resigned his position at New 
Orleans, because General Batler refused to supply arms for 
equipping his negro regiments. General Butler orders them to be 
employed in throwing up entrenchments, and refuses to accept 
General Phelps’s resignation. 

General Butler has ordered a forced contribution of 330,090 dols. 
from the banks, cotton brokers, and merchants of New Orleans for 
the support of the poor. The assessments are made in proportion to 
the sum subscribed by the merchants for the defence of New Orleans 
against the Federal Government. The forced contributions from 
each firm varies from 85,000 dols. to6dols. Nearly two hundred 
firms are cssessed. 

In some of the Northern States volunteering is progressing favour- 
ably. Maine and Michigan have already contributed their quota, 
erd there will be no need to resort to draughting in those States. The: 
large States of New York and Ohio ask for more time, which hos been 
granted by the War Department. The process of conscription has 
therefore been postponed until September 1, in order to give the 
Nerthern States an opportunity of Ghing up their quotas by odlentary 
enlistments. Foreigners who have decls their intention to become 
citizens are not allowed to leave the country. Numerous emigrants 
enlist on landing. The Governor of Massachusetts has ordered the 
enrolment of coloured citizens among those subject to the dranght.

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Two Sovcreigns, if not three, have had their serenity strangely 
disturbed by the Man in the Red Shirt. Victor Emmanuel has 
been compelled to declare Sicily in a state of siege, and, what 
is more, to establish a blockade, which does not seem very 
potent against Garibaldi; and the King will also, it is said, 
head the army of Southern Italy, in order to oppose his own 
great prestige to that of the Liberator. The Emperor 
of the French, for once forgetting his attitude of icy 
supremacy, bas answered the Garibaldi demonstration by 
an angry announcement, in which State necessities are 
not talked about, and “insolent menace” and French honour 
are the themes. No one supposed that it would be compatible 
with the dignity of France to remove her army from Rome at 
the dictation of insurgents; but it was scarcely expected that 
the refusal would be couched in the language of irritation 
common to mortals not born in the purple. The supposed 
representative of revolutionary Hungary has answered Gari- 
baldi’s appeal to the Hungarians to rise, and calmly says that 
the liberator’s call would have met a different response had he 
spoken as the soldier of Italy and not as one engaged ina 
hopeless contest with circumstances. The reports of the 
movements of Garibaldi himself are contradictory, but 
Catania is in his hands, and he is probably master of Sicily ; 
and the problem whether his influence will enable him to 
rouse the South of Italy, or whether the now-apparently 
energetic action of the Government will suffice to crush him, is 
the question of the hour, Strange and unexpected as have been 
the events in the recent history of the peninsula, it seems hardly 
conceivable that Garibaldi can accomplish his avowed object, 
that of driving the French from Rome. Had it been within the 
will or the power of King Vistor to accept the situation and 
join the movement it is possible that terms might have been 
arranged, as it cannot be supposed that the Emperor would 
willingly fire a gun against Italian ranks. But, unless such a 
solution be attempted, it is difficult to believe that Garibaldi’s 
insurrection can end in aught but disaster. He has been declared 
by a Minister in the Parliament of Italy “a rebel in arms.” 
In connection with the question it may be mentioned that 
two journals in Paris are held to represent “the two sentiments ” 
of the Tuileriese—one, La France, speaking such convictions as 
are supposed to arise from priestly and a yet more gentle 
influence ; the other, Ze Monitcur, discoursing Napoleonism 
pure and simple. That these journals flatly contradict one 
another is a logical consequence of the premises, 

Official announcement is now made that the Prince of Wales 
will, in the Spring, wed the Princess Alexandra. There is now an 
end, therefore, to the pretentious mystifications of divers writers 
who have assumed to have private information on the subject, 
and who have, to the amusement of straightforward people, 
been enveloping ignorance in a cloud of diplomatic no-mean- 
ings. The marriage will give general satisfaction, and—we 
say it without the slightest disrespect to the admirable Princes 
of German Houses—the Heir Apparent’s selection of a 
bride from the North will be very popular. Except that the 
Princess, who will in all probability be at some future day the 
Queen of England, is handsome, and that the character of her 
parents is the best of guarantees for her having been carefully 
educated, there is no portion of the “personal details” with 
which gossip is so ready that is worthy the slightest credence. 
Marlborough House will, we trust, present for many a long 
year to come the spectacle of a household like that in which 
the Prince was reared : a home in which the domestic affections 
had full liberty, and where intellectual and graceful recreation 
diversified the life of those who had solemn duties to discharge. 
The Prince will, we have reason to believe, be the friend, 
counsellor, and support of his illustrious mother, and his 
character will thus become familiar to the people, who are 
prepared, for his own sake and for that of his parents, to place 
a generous confidence in him. 

@ur Queen leaves England for Germany on Monday, and, 
after one final interval of seclusion under the title of 
Duchess of Lancaster, will, it is universally hoped, reappear 
before her subjects and reassume the active duties of her 
exalted station. We rejoice to add that the reports as to her 
Majesty's health are now of the most satisfactory character, 

The great piece of Irish ecclesiastical patronage has been 
bestowed, and another Beresford is the Primate of Ireland. 
This is by no means the appointment that was desired by the 
mass of those who are interested in the subject, but is supposed 
to be a concession to influences which a Minister deems it 
necessary to conciliate, Nothing, however, can be said against 
the new Primate, but it may be thought an important objection 
in these days to any nomination which is not justified by 
something, and a good deal, being known in its favour. It is 
apprehended, and we fear with reaggn, that ere long it will 
become necessary to consider the various claims of the more 
distinguished members of the Hierarchy to a yet more important 
post in the Church, 

St. Bartholomew's Day has afforded the Dissenting bodies an 
opportunity of holding a Sunday celebration of the extrusion 
of the Nonconformists from the Church, The “ Bicentenary” 
had been long in preparation, and a very large number of 
sermons were preached, in which the wrongs of the Noncon- 
formists were set out, and it was proved, to the entire satis- 
faction of the audiences at least, that the different Dissenting 
sects are the legitimate descendants of the excluded ministers. 
It was not to be supposed that, in a country where theological 
discussion is so very free as in England, such a demonstration 





would pass unchallenged, and, from the Quarterly Roviem 
downwards, the organs of the Church and many of her clergy 
have applied themselves to the task of demolishing both the 
assumptions on which the “ Bicentenary ” celebration was based. 
It has been boldly argued on the Church side that the Noncon- 
formists, who were wrongful holders of Church livings, whence 
they had previously turned out the lawful owners, were no 
more to be pitied than a person who is compelled to make 
restitution of stolen goods ; and, further, that the Dissenters of 
the present day have little, in doctrine or practice, in common 
with the ejected clergy. The debate shows, at least, that both 
parties are thoroughly in earnest—a good thing in times like 
these,

THE UNIVERSITIES AND PusBLic ScHoots.—At Oxford, 
Fell's-buildings, at Christ Church College (fronting Christ Charch meadow) 
and the southern front of the Chaplain's quadrangle, are being pulled down, te 
make room for fifty more undergraduates. We uuderstand the building will 
take two years before its completion, and that the cost of it will be £21,009. 
The range of buildings when finished will be 360ft. in length, and will be 
in the Gothic style of architecture. 


The Royal Commissioners appointed to inquire into the condition of the 
University of Durham have just issued their “ordinances,” which have 
created considerable sensation in Durham. ‘The main features of these ordi- 


nances are these :—Ist. There are to be three schools: arts or classical lite- 
rature, theology, or physical science. Degrees are to be conferred for each 
school: for that of arts. B.A. and M.A. ; for that of theology, B.T. and M.T. 
(bachelor and master of theology) ; for that of physical science, B.S. aad 
M.S. (bachelor and master of science), There are to be two sets of studanta, 
matriculated and non-matriculated. The former must ordinarily reside in 
college, but he may have a dispensation to reside elsewhere. The latter is te 
pay the college fees and attend lectures by permission, but neel not reside at 
all. He cannot take degrees unless he matriculates. Matriculated students need 
only keep four terms for the bachelor’s degree, and after three yoars may 
be a master in his particular school of the three. There are to be two canon 
professors, one of divinity and the other of Greek. There are to be a professor 
of mathematics, and three professors in the school of physical science ; all 
professors (except the canons) receiving £300 a year, and all the tutors £250 
ayear. The existing college and halls are to be morged into one college, in 
which £5 a term is to be paid for furnished rooms, and 25a. a week for board. 
All the fellowships are to be sequestrated, and no such reward of learning as 
a fellowship is henceforth to be given. There are to be eighty scholarships— 
forty of £30, and forty of £50 o year; so that nearly every undergraduate 
may obtain one. All sects are to be admitted to the pe egy J and there is to be 
no standard of belief.

THE New ADELPHI—On Monday Miss A. Jones appeared in 
a new character—that of Adrienne Lecouvreur, in M. Legouvé’s play 
so named. We are thus enabled to judge of her on broader grounds 
than can be —- by one character. The of Adrienne is very 
different from that of Medea, and calls forth more various qualities 
of the artiste in its impersonation. Miss Jones herself evidently felt 
that something more than a stilted elocution was required, and 
attempted famuliar tones in the more natural portions of the dialogue. 
Her conversational power is, however, evidently limited, and we 
miesed the easy elegance with which the earlier scenes of the character 
had been invested by the great artistes who had previously supported 
it. In the use of the word “‘supported’’ we are es eoially delibera- 
tive, for Adrienne is not a character, like Medea, able to support its 
representative, but requires to be held up by all the resources in her 
giasp. Of these Miss Jones has but few, and accordin; ly thero are 
whole scenes which in her treatment are blanks, but which in Rachel’s 
hands were full of life and vigour.

He was employed here carving some 
ornamental bosees from wax models when, being delayed by the want 
of an original to work from, he designed one himself; this was 
shown to the architect, who saw at once that the dosignor was 
a man of very superior abilities. Having had a conversation 
with him and inspected same drawings he had made, the architect 
was co satisfied of his capabilities that he at once entered into an 
engagement with him to superintend the whole of the ornamental 
decorations at the new Houses of Parliament; but before he com- 
menced his duties there Mr. Barry sent him on a tour through 
Belgium, where he made numberless sketches of architectura! details 
of all kinds. From the commencement of tho works ab the 
Houses of Parliament up to their comparative completion Tho-nas 
was constantly occupied in modelling and designing statucs and 
sculptural decorations of fsome kind. Hundrods of kings, queens, 
angels, saints, griffins, heraldic devices, and rich ornameatal d>>ra- 
tions came from his hand; and not only during this time hal he to 
create beautiful, curious, and learned designs, but he had to keep the 
whole of the account of his department. For many years ho fulfilled 
there duties quietly, patiently, and to the satisfaction of those who 
employed him and all who came in contact with him. 

Thomas had not, however, been very long at the New Palace at West- 
minster before the quick eye of Mr. (now Sir) Morton Peto saw 
the abilities he pane, and, although Thomas was employed at 
that time at the Houses of Parliament purely as a modeller and carver, 
yet he at once intrusted him with the ing out the whole of the 
extensive works he contemplated in rebuilding the mansion on tho 
Somerleyton estate. Sir Morton Peto was his first real patron. It 
was through his introductions and influence, and his own great merit, 
that he emerged from the simple carver to become a very eminent 
sculptor and architect.

Thomas’s peculiar abilities as both 
architect and sculptor opered up for 
him a wide field for employment, for 
up to his time there were no architects 
in London who were artists; they 
were mechanics and surveyors. Classic 
architecture was revived, and acres of 
the dreary facades they produced still 
exist to prove that they neither 
thought, fit, nor understood what 
they were about; they traced an 
elevation of a Greek temple from 
Stuart and Revett’s, and set it up 
for either a church, a theatre, @ 
market-house, or a mansion. We 
live in better times now, and build- 
ings rise up about us designed in a 
Christian spirit, characteristic of and 
adapted to our requirements, whether 
it be to pray, to dwell, or conduct our 
business in them. If the architects 
were not artists, the sculptors, cer- 
tainly, were not architects ; hence the 
wretched [effect of the statues set up 
about London. The statues often are 
not so bad in themselves, but are 
mounted on such badly- oned 
and ill-designed ped t not 
only is the effect of them destroyed, 
but from some points of view they 
become positively ludicrous, as are 
someof the statues set up in Trafalgar- 
square ; and any attempt to add sculp- 
tural decorations’ to a building gene- 
rally ended in an utter failure, for the 
eculpture was sure to be entirely out 
of harmony with the lines and masses 
of the building, and en er 88 
though it had been bought cheap 
eomewhere, and was p there for 
want of a better place to put it. All 
the old architects were artists, and 
could draw the human more or 
less well. They also un the 
principles of cemposition; they de- 
signed forms, and did not copy them 
from different examples and then pile 
them on one another. Of those de- 
corative compositions, distributed so 
freely about the palaces and their 
gardens in France andGermany, many 
are coarse and even rude in their 
details,. but they are always pic- 
turesque, and have a good effect, 
because their masses produce har- 
monious forms. Thomas had the 
necessary knowledge to mix archi- 
tectural forms with sculptural deco- 
rations in the same way—a knowledge 
which no other man had; hence the 
great demand for his works of this 
class, which unfortunately drew his 
attention so much away from works 
of a more refined and important 
character’ that he did not reach as 
a sculptor the highest position ; yet 
he was no ordinary man; he was 4 
true genius and a great artist.
